City Council to hear report on Martin Property Jan. 26; 
ordinance on day laborers on hold until February 


January 26 at 6:30 p.tn. is the date for the public 
hearing for the Draft Focus Environmental Impact 
Report for the Martin property (M and H Investments) 
at the City Council meeting. 

An appeal by the same client is set for that eve¬ 
ning as a result of Planning Commission action at 
the Dec. 17 meeting. The Planning Commission 
denied the Conditional Use Permit, several variances, 
fmdings and approvals and requested that Kev Tchark- 
houtian, director of public works, deny Tentative 
Parcel Map No. 23392 in connection with the property. 
In a nutshell, the Planning Commission denied 


the Parcel Map and suggested cutting the four lots 
down to three, deleting Lot No. 4. 

The appeal alleges that there are adequate find¬ 
ings to grant the application. 

Scheduled for the Feb. 9 City Council meeting 
is Ordinance No. 1094, concerning the day laborers. 

The City Council at the Dec. 9 meeting considered 
the amended ordinance concerning the use of public 
streets and parks to solicit employment from autos. 

The proposed ordinance has been modified by 
City Attorney Charles Martin to limit rather than pro¬ 
hibit the employment transactions in public streets 
and highwavs. acknowledging the safety hazaid which 


could result. 

Areas where soliciting would be prohibited are 
on Sierra Madre Blvd., Baldwin Ave., and all streets 
intersecting both of tho.se streets for a distance of 200 
feet from the intersections. 

The ordinance also states that it is unlawful to 
barter merchandise or solicit employment or business 
or contributions from motor vehicles. Person-to- 
person transactions or solicitations on the public 
sidewalk are permitted. 

A public awareness program and enforcement 
program would be implemented upon adoption of 


the ordinance. 

At the Jan. 12 City Council meeting the ordinance 
was introduced for first reading by title only with the 
public hearing on Feb. 9, prior to introduction for 
second reading and adoption. 

In other action, the City Council moved to the 
end of February a Street Improvement Project in 
the business district, due to the Valentine’s Day sales 
and promotions. 

A complete status report on 14-22 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. will be ready for the Jan. 26 meeting, 
also. 


On the road to recovery - Delmer struggles back 


Josh Delmer is alive and well. You readers will 
remember the auto crash he survived on Aug. 1, the 
crash that sent him flying through the air 50 feet. It 
was touch and go for awhile but he made it and is 
close to being back to normal in some ways, a bit far 
to go in other ways. 

He remembers nothing from the accident. In 
fact, he remembers nothing of the time when he was 


in Antelope Valley Hospital for a month immediately 
after the accident and part of the time when he was 
in Holy Cross Hospital in the Rehabilitation Unit. 

He still remembers only laces and not names of 
people and - although his job entailed this type of 
work - he cannot use his mechanical skills yet. 

It was mid-September last year, six weeks after 
the accident, that he finally began remembering. His

City Council approves chlorine 
station for city water 


Sierra Madre City Council last Tuesday approved 
purchase and installation of a chlorine station cost¬ 
ing $30,000 to be installed in the settling reservoir 
located in the city yards. The station would control 
the amount of chlorine in the water in Sierra Madre. 

Installation of the station with the gas chlorina- 
tor is $15,000 with $25,000 pegged for the annual 
chlorine supply. Maintenance, which includes parts 
and labor, will cost $5000. 

Kev Tcharkhoutian, director of public works, 
told the council last week that the city is negotiating 
with the state for 0.2 ppm (parts per million) rather 
than the 0.5 ppm which has been recommended by 
the state as the amount of chlorine that needs to be 
added to water supplies. Tcharkhoutian believes 
that the reduced level would not cause a taste prob¬ 


lem to Sierra Madreans and yet would provide safe 
drinking water to the community. 

The city’s water system is supplied by four wells 
and two tunnels. The proposed gas chlorination 
system would provide for continuous chlorination of 
the tunnel water. The well water supply consists of 
four well pumps which collect the water into the settling 
reservoir located in the city yards. Booster pumps 
then pump the water to the Mira Monte reservoirs. 
The boosters located at Mira Monte pump the water 
to the Grove and Auburn reservoirs which supply 
water to two zones in Sierra Madre. 

Chlorination is mandated by the state since checks 
on the local water supply were found to contain bac¬ 
teria. 


first memories? “I wanted to go home desperately. 
My best friends would come in and I couldn’t remem¬ 
ber their names. I can remember vividly my child¬ 
hood and my friends then but sometimes I can’t re¬ 
member what happened yesterday.” 

It’s a miracle that he is still alive. His jaw was 
wired shut because it was broken; he had undergone 
a tracheotomy so he has a major scar in the hollow of 
his neck. He has a formidable scar on his forehead 
and chin; even then, doctors believed that he first 
landed on his right shoulder. At that time his major 
problerns were the road burn that covered the right 
side of his body. 

His mother, Anita, said, “His level of intellec¬ 
tual communication at first was as an antagonist. 
He didn’t want to cooperate in any way, shape or 
form. He didn’t start to calm down until we got him 
home the first of October.” 

Only when he went to Pasadena Imports and 
Harry Hill Company, both places where he was em¬ 
ployed as a Volvo mechanic, did he recall having 
worked there. 

His mother said, “On the occupational level he 
is functional. He can get around and care for him¬ 
self. On the physical level he can function. There is 
much room for improvement for his speech pathology. 
Recently, he was at a friend’s home and saw a bowl 
full of nuts with a nutcracker. He looked at it as if he 
was from another planet and played with the nut¬ 
cracker for a half hour. When we go to the store he 
doesn’t know the name of tomatoes; he knows that 
they are red. Then there are certain things that trig¬ 
ger his memory. He can see something and memories 
flood back.” 

He said about the accident, “1 wish I knew if 
someone ran me off the road or if 1 did a stupid 
thing.” He is vehement about wearing seat belts and 
yet he apparently was not wearing his seat belt when 
he was ejected from the truck. 

His mother, Anita, interrupted, “Josh now ques¬ 
tions why he made certain decisions in the past. Josh 
has always been rabid about wearing seat belts and

yet he must not have been wearing one when he had 
the accident.” 

Josh said, “1 rigged the car of the lady 1 was dat¬ 
ing before the accident so it wouldn’t start unless the 
seat belt was connected. And yet 1 wasn’t wearing 
my seat belt.” 

Anita said, “Josh takes full responsibility for 
the accident. Was it mechanical failure? We don’t 
know...We are rich in friends and good thoughts. 
We can overcome the accident.” 

Although he wrote many songs before the acci¬ 
dent, he can’t remember any of them. It is lucky that 
a friend, Steve Nesslerode, who works at PCC in the 
film division, videotaped all of his music so that it 
lives on.

injuries, and first aid and emergency care. It also 
addresses other specific injuries (including internal 
injuries) and branches out into fitness and nutrition. 

Although it sounds like a tall order, this young 
woman, who is certified athletic trained, a certified 
fitness instructor and an emergency medical techni¬ 
cian (EMT), seems to have captured many students’ 
interest. She should know what they are seeking in 
education since she is an alumna of Maranatha. 

“I’m the one who works as liaison between the 
coach and the doctor,” Herlacher explained her 
appearance at as many athletic games as possible. 

“It’s unusual for a school this size to offer such a 
program. So far, none of the public schools offers 
the program, but it is a vastly growing field,” Her¬ 
lacher said. 

Arcadia paramedics have given instruction to the 
elass and they are hoping to visit a physical therapy 
company. 

“I’m working with Dr. Fortanasce to screen our 
athletes to improve performance. Why and who are 
more prone to injury? How can we prevent injuries?” 

In 1988, the first class was called “Care and Pre¬ 
vention of Athletic Injury” and the average number 
of students was 13. This year the number has grown 
to 24 and Herlacher said that the class is taking it 
“like a storm.” 

There’s no curriculum so she has built her own. 
She is exposing the students to college medium and 
has formed an apprenticeship for second- and third- 
year students who are able to tape ankles, that sort of 
thing.

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Save your life; 
buckle up 

As on Jan. 1, the new seat belt law 
came into being. Current law requires 
seat belt use and states specifically that 
anyone not buckled up may be stopped 
and fined $22. Subsequent offenses will 
cost $55. This law could cause two mil¬ 
lion Californians to buckle up, saving 
400 lives a year. 

When The News talked with Josh 
Delmer, local man who was in a near- 
fatal accident Aug. 1,1992, Josh explained 
that, apparently, he was not wearing his 
seat belt. He had been rabid about wear¬ 
ing a seat belt, but that one time.... 

Luckily, he survived even though 
he has serious memory problems. 

According to California Highway 
Patrol statistics, three out of four people 
who die in auto-related collisions aren’t 
buckled up. More than 700 Californians 
died needless deaths last year because 
they weren’t wearing their seat belts. 

In California, over 70 percent of 
the motorists regularly wear a seat belt 
(up 45 percent since the original seat 
belt law was enacted in 1986). This is a 
good success rate, but why should any¬ 
one die because he/she was not wearing 
a seat belt. 

It takes a moment to strap on, belts 
are supported by groups from A to Z, 
from the National Safety Council to the 
Motor Vehicle Manufacturer’s Associa¬ 
tion and from the California Peace Of¬ 
ficer’s Association to the California 
Paralyzed Veteran’s Association. 

Saving lives is what it’s all about. 
National Highway Transportation Safety 
Administration research shows that lap/ 
shoulder belts reduce the risk of fatal 
and serious injury to front seat passen¬ 
gers by 45 to 50 percent. How can you 
beat odds like that? 

Don’t gamble. Stay Alive. Always 
buckle up.

My career as a hlmter was neither long nor 
extensive, confined to the states of Utah and 
Idaho, and always in the month of October. I 
rarely had a companion, preferring to keep my 
distance from anyone with a high-powered rifle. 
Once I had an experience when 1 wished that I 
was not alone. 

I left the Bar-X Ranch on what seemed to 
be a perfect morning, not dreaming what it would 
be like just a few hours later. 1 followed a dim, 
seldom-used road for some distance, but it ended 
in a dead end and from there a well-worn trail 
zigzagged up the steep slopes of the mountain. 
It wasn’t long until 1 was in high, wild country, 
and it was all mine, nothing but ridges as far as 
1 could see. This area was considered one of the 
best places for miles around, but the deer had 
apparently gone on vacation this particular day. 
For hours I combed the high peaks, the canyons 
and in between, but no deer. 

By late afternoon I was far from the trail 
and then 1 noticed the ominous look of the sky. 
In the west, dark clouds were boiling up and the 
wind started blowing in gusts. It was time to 
leave. In a few minutes the storm struck, and 1 
was suddenly engulfed in a whirl-dance of sting¬ 
ing snowflakes. By following the very top edge 
of the ridge I was able to find my way back to 
the head of the trail, but by now it was dark and 
the footing treacherous. There was at least one 
plus - the worn trail was a white carpet, easy to 
follow even in the dark. The greatest danger 
was a fall on the slippery footing and certainly 
it was no place for a broken leg or sprained ankle. 
A few hundred feet down the trail and the wind 
was not so bad. The dry snow had turned wet. 
I have no idea how long it took me to get down 
to the wagon road, but it was a great relief to 
find it. I still had a long way to go but it was 
easier walking and every step brought me nearer 
safety. 


At last the lights of the ranch gleamed through 
the storm and I hastened my steps. At last I was 
there. On the porch I pumped the shells from 
the Winchester, kicked the snow from my boots 
and opened the door. There were shouts of greet¬ 
ing and expressions of relief. Every other guest 
at the ranch was sitting by the fireplace, safe, 
well-fed and warm, and here was this dude from 
California lost in a blizzard somewhere on a 
mountaintop. Andy Anderson, owner of the 
Bar-X, had to be the most concerned of all. Had 
I not shown up it would have presented a real 
problem. 

Melba, Andy’s wife, tapped me on the 
shoulder. “Harry, you have time to wash and 
change while I warm up your supper.” This was 
a chore soon over, and when I came back to the '' 
living room, Andy handed me a tall glass. I can 
positively state that the combination of rich 
bourbon and ice cold spring water has great 
restorative properties. Another tap on my 
shoulder: “Your supper is ready.” In the center 
of the dining room kitchen complex was a long 
wooden table, and there I ate one of the meals I 
shall always remember. I don’t know many of 
the readers have eaten elk shortribs, braised 
to perfection, with mashed potatoes and cream 
gravy, salad, gooseberry pie and coffee. Per¬ 
haps the surroundings and the events of the 
past few hours had something to do with it, but 
whatever, it was superb. 

I ate the pie slowly, savoring every bite. 
As I sipped my coffee I gazed at the black rec¬ 
tangle of the window where the snowflakes turned 
to water as they slid down the glass. I could 
only imagine what it was like on the mountain 
where 1 had been a scant three hours before. 
From the living room came sounds of talk and 
laughter. I was safe, sheltered, free from hun¬ 
ger and surrounded by people who had proved 
they really cared for me. We should count our 
blessings often. Sometimes the total is surprising.

Countless others clucked their tongues 
and said their “Oh, dears,” and most likely, 
they would cover their faces if the child slips 
under the water or has its skull dashed by a con¬ 
fused animal. What I’m getting at here is that 
we have legions of lookers and a handful of 
doers in this life. Why do the “lookers” bother 
me? 


They are an indication of that age-old idea 
that we are survival oriented. If “1” go into that 
lake or down into that pit, “I” could die. This 
is true. It was true of the man who saved a hand¬ 
ful of people from the Air Florida crash a few 
years ago before he slipped under the water. So, 
what does he represent? A fool? An aberration? 
Were his actions unnatural? 1 think not. What 
I think has happened in recent decades is that 
we have lost the momentum in moving toward a 
reverence of and love of life. It doesn’t take a 
mental giant to realize that one can give his life 
in respect for life. 

1 think all of us genuinely feel relieved when 
the child is saved and freed from danger - but 
what would we do if confronted with the real 
thing - no overstuffed chair watching it unfold 
on the tube...there it is, before us, a person trapped 
in a burning car - would we do anything! 

As the rain pelts down, I kix)w there are 
scenes being played out right now...and some¬ 
one is laying his/her life on the line - and others 
are taking it all in. My hat is off to the doers. 
They are the epitome of the proper evolution of 
man. They represent a rising above the herd 
mentality, and they bring an honorable feeling 
to the term humanity.

Inauguration time - parades, parties, balls, 
entertainments - and, swearing. They are paid 
for by government funds, corporations, individuals. 

But it wasn’t always thus. Take the case of 
the first prexy, G.W., and his inaugural inaugural. 

George, in his late 50s, was always considered 
a very rich man. Like some in other times, he 
was actually “land poor.” 

And his financial problems in 1789 have 
been known to farmers of all times too. He 
described his as “short crops, and other causes, 
not entirely within my control.” 

At any rate Washington had to borrow “five 
hundred pounds” to pay debts, and another 
hundred for travel to his inauguration in New 
York City. (The District of Columbia, and 
Washington, D.C. were not yet established.) 

He borrowed the money from Virginia 
neighlx’r and friend, Richard Conway. 

So far as I know, there were no charges of 
possible “rnnfiiet of interest.” After all, this 


was a brand new government. Political parties 
came a year later. Remember, too, some of his 
contemporaries wanted a coronation for “King” 
Washington - not an inauguration. 

Incidentally, when he was born in 1732, the 
British used the “Julian” calendar, adopting the 
Georgian calendar 20 years later. So George 
was born on Feb. 11, not on the 22. He acknow¬ 
ledged the correction. Nevermind. These days 
we adjust birthdays, including our own, to suit 
convenience. 

Late in life, another Virginia neighbor 
(but not especially a friend), Thomas Jefferson, 
was deeply in debt. He made an honest attempt 
“to get square.” 

He got the state legislature to approve his 
selling lottery tickets, with the winner getting his 
land. 

The lottery failed. Jefferson died in debt. 

Thank goodness, subsequent history saved 
Monticello for us.

Question: I had a puppy that died from dis- 

temper. How do they get it and is there any ^ 
* cure? 

Answer: Canine distemper is a highly contagious viral disease. 

It is contracted through ocular and nasal secretions, vomit, 
urine and feces. It is also a very deadly disease with a 50-80 
percent death rate. The virus affects the respiratory tract, 
the gastrointestinal tract and the nervous system. Signs of 
distemper include ocular discharge, nasal discharge, cough¬ 
ing, vomiting and diarrhea. Bronchitis, pneumonia or seizures 
may foliow. Sometimes the virus affects the foot pads re¬ 
sulting in “hard pads.” Treatment is very difficult since the 
cause is a virus. There are currently no drugs available to 
kill the virus. We have to rely on their own immune system 
to fight it. Antibiotics are used, however, to fight secondary 
bacterial infections. Recovery may take weeks. Some dogs 
appear to respond well to this initial medication but then later 
develop seizures or twitches. The seizures and twitches are 
a result of the virus entering the nervous system. Occasionally 
the seizures can be controlled with medications. However, 
sometimes they are uncontrollable despite any drug therapy 
and euthanasia may be recommended.

What the doctor prescribed 

We find more and more people coming to 
the library to check on what their doctors ordered 
for them - an indication to us that the public is 
becoming more aware and better informed about 
their medical problems. Here are some of the 
books that the library offers to help you find out 
what was prescribed, its benefits, side effects 
and restrictions. 

On a professional level there is the “Merck 
Index.” It gives formulas, alternate names, 
physical properties, uses toxicity data, journal 
and patent references. The “Physician’s Desk 
Reference (PDR)” makes available essential pre¬ 
scription information on major pharmaceutical 
products with indexes by manufacturer’s and 
brand name, by drug classification, by generic 
and chemical name, and a product identification 
section. 

Written more for the layman are the follow¬ 


ing titles: “The Complete Drug Reference” pub¬ 
lished by Consumer Guide. It features more 
than 5500 prescription and over-the-counter 
drugs indexed by brand and generic names. It 
also provides detailed descriptions and informa¬ 
tion for each drug, and explains proper use of 
drugs, lists side effects, foods and substances to 
avoid and includes precautions for pregnant 
women and nursing mothers, children and the 
elderly. “AARP Prescription Drug Handbook” 
gives expert information on the safe, effective 
use of medicines most frequently prescribed for 
persons 50 and over with special precautions 
and restrictions for persons 65 and over. 

“Zimmerman’s Complete Guide to Non¬ 
prescription Drugs” will help the user to identify 
safe and effective active ingredients, learn which 
manufacturers’ claims to believe and find the 
less costly generics. Written in layman’s lan¬ 
guage and easy-to-read type, it gives reliable in¬ 
formation that helps take the confusion out of 
choosing non-prescription drugs. “Essential 
Guide to Generic Drugs” offers the latest infor¬ 
mation about when the generic provides a sav¬ 
ings, when the brand name drug might be a bet¬ 
ter choice, which generics are FDA approved 
and bioequivalent to the brand names, and when 
switching drug brands can be harmful.

JAMES BEARD’S AMERICAN COOKERY 
James Beard 

The saddest day of the year for me is my 
birthday. Not because I’m a year older, silly. 
It’s because it is also the anniversary of James 
Beard’s death. Beard, almost single-handedly, 
convinced America that she has a wonderful 
cuisine all her own, and that the available natural 
foods found here make marvelous eating. And 
so in honor of his memory, I pull out my dog¬ 
eared copy of “James Beard’s American Cook¬ 
ery,” my bibleinthe kitchen, for this week’s re¬ 
view. 

First published in 1972, Beard points out 
in the Introduction to the 1980 paperback edi¬ 
tion that “(Americans)...have developed one of 
the more interesting cuisines of the world, stress- 
(ing) the products of the soil, native traditions 


and the gradual integration of many ethnic forms 
into what is now American cooking.” American 
cooking indeed covers many international cui¬ 
sines, among them French, Italian, British, 
Spanish, Austrian, Scandinavian, Irish, German, 
and other European cultures, as well as a multi¬ 
tude of Oriental influences and Mexican tradi¬ 
tions. 

Beard cautions that this book does not cover 
regional cooking, and is not a family recipe col¬ 
lection, but what he calls a “record of good eat¬ 
ing...(from a) rich and fascinating food heritage 
that...reaches greatness in its own melting pot 
way.” Recipes are easy to read, with ingredients 
annotated in the margins. Along with the recipes. 
Beard shoehorns in an abundance of informa¬ 
tion on the history and lore of many of these 
dishes. This is fascinating reading itself and pro¬ 
vides a glimpse into America’s cultural heritage 
as well. Also wedged in (this book busts its 
seams) are countless variations for many of 
these delightful comestibles derived from the 
myriad cultural cooking influences. 

1 finish my report quickly this week so 1 can 
spend another pleasant afternoon with Mr. 
Beard, finding telltale signs of past collabora¬ 
tions: a red-orange chili sauce stain by Chilied 
Pot Roast, splatter marks by Loin of Pork with 
Prunes, a smear of chocolate by Toll House 
Cookies. Hmmm...what shall we make for my 
birthday this year, Mr. Beard?

After a major 
conflict with his wife, he 
walked away from her and 
their son, without telling 
anyone where he was go¬ 
ing. He lived on the road 
for years until he was 
overcome by the desire 
to see his loved ones. He 
manages to find them and 
get them back together, 
but in the end he walks 
away again. Walking 
away is still what he does 
best. 

When life gets tough, 
who or what do you blame? 
Your parents, who never 
said that they loved you? 
Your boss, who does 
nothing but find fault and 
criticize no matter how 
hard you work? Your 
husband or wife, who 
just doesn’t understand 
you? The mean old cap¬ 
italist/racist/sexist system? 
The bad economy in Cal¬ 
ifornia? 

Many years ago, we had 
guests for dinner and the 
men got started beefing 


about their bosses. At 
the time I was working 
under a senior pastor 
who I did not regard as 
one of the brightest spir¬ 
itual leaders of my life, to 
say the least. We had a 
good time feeling miser¬ 
able. Then one of the 
women shocked us with 
the remark that to her, 
we sounded “blocked.” 
She made it seem like a 
bad spell of constipation 
or something. On the 
spot, we resolved that we 
were not going to let our¬ 
selves be blocked any¬ 
more. 

When you are confront¬ 
ed with an obstacle in 
life, it is up to you to re¬ 
gard it as an absolute bar¬ 
rier or as an opportunity 
to move in a fresh, new 
direction. Sometimes the 
toughest obstacles really 
are the brightest oppor¬ 
tunities in disguise. The 
key to how we see our 
problems is mental and 
spiritual flexibility, the 
willingness to travel down 
a new road and see where 
it will take you. The Bib¬ 
lical term for this attitude 
is “enthusiasm,” which 
will be my sermon topic 
this Sunday.

We can 
find out in moments how 
to be our own best friend, 
how to make relationships 
last, how to look out for 
“number one.” 

It’s a safe bet that we 
won’t find any reference 
to the Beatitudes up there 
with all the self-help best 
sellers. For one thing, 
the Beatitudes - succinct 
as they are - certainly do 
not promise instant en¬ 
lightenment. Should they 
work their way into the 
book racks at all, they’d 
probably be found with 
the puzzles, because the 
Beatitudes, like all real 
wisdom, ask us to work 
hard at unlocking their 
meaning. 

Working hard is not 
something we’re convinced 
has much to do with find¬ 
ing happiness. In fact, 
almost none of the things 
referred to in the Beati¬ 
tudes is terribly popular, 
or easy. Poverty, sorrow, 
hunger, persecution? 
What have these to do with 
being “blessed,” gifted, 
happy - fulfilled? That’s 
another reason the Beati¬ 
tudes won’t make it in the 
instant-wisdom market. 
The value system they pre¬ 
sent is just about as far 
as we can get from look¬ 
ing out for number one. 


have learned in this as- 
semble-it-yourself world 
is the importance of read¬ 
ing the instructions care¬ 
fully, before proceeding. 
We need to reread the 
Beatitudes as though they 
are questions. How at¬ 
tached am I to possesaons? 
How willing to bear other 
people’s burdens? Do I 
see myself as better than 
others? Is justice as im¬ 
portant to me as the bread 
I eat? How willing am I 
to forgive? Do I let too 
many things distract me 
from building the King¬ 
dom?

That may be fine for 
opera, but a non-musical

nerian orchestration, it’s 
cheating, almost to the 
point of satire. A theater 
audience deserves more 
than a manipulative ap¬ 
peal for a standing ova¬ 
tion.

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Orange Grove residents win 
points on most of 
restructuring of roadway 


Debate over Acacia structure heats 
up as attorneys for both sides 
meet face-to-face today 


Sierra Madre City Council will address Orange 
Grove Blvd. and its revamping at the earliest, on Feb. 
9, according to Mayor Gary Adams. 

He made that statemenPat the special study ses¬ 
sion Tuesday evening at which Orange Grove resi¬ 
dents viewed the design brought by members of the 
Los Angeles County Department of Public Works, 
William Winter and Lynn D. Nicholson. Residents 
viewed changes surrounding their property so far as 
the street, half owned by Sierra Madre and Arcadia, 
is concerned. 

The project, which will cost over $1 million, to 
be shared equally by the two cities, has been studied 
for over two years. Once approved, the county will 
put together a package to go to bid in two divisions: 
one for the street improvement and one for the storm 
drains. Th^ county will provide the engineering and 
design phase later in the year. City Administrator 

Jim McRea told the group. 

“Tonight we are here to accept the final concept 
of Orange Grove,” he announced. 

Curbs will be excavated about 14 inches for the 
new curb and the center line of the street is to kept 
where it is now, McRea said. No trees will be im¬ 
pacted on the north side. “The county will bid on 
the drainage and water improvements as a special 
package,” he said. 

When would construction start? Later this year, 
probably toward the end of 1993. The building proj¬ 
ect will be in two phases: from Michillinda to Bald¬ 
win and from Baldwin to Rodeo. Each phase should 
take about three months, the county representatives 
estimated. 

Concerning storm drains, they will be bid separ¬ 
ately and “if they are not too much, we’re putting in 
drains. We’re committed to saving trees. We are not 
ready to cut the root structure so the trees will die,” 
Mayor Adams said. 

McRea said that storm drains are now located 
at Sunnyside, Lima, between Lima and Hermosa, 
between Hermosa and Mountain Trail and Rancho. 
At Lima and Hermosa there will be a pickup to the 
storm drains. “We hope to convey water underground,” 
McRea explained.

Nicholson, from the county, noted that at Lima 
there is a severe dip. “In the new design we have the 
responsibility to improve the sight distance. The driver 
sits about V/i feet above (the road). The sight dis¬ 
tance there is now substandard and it varies to the 
amount of speed. ..Depression is one foot in 50 feet 
of road...We would like to make the grade changes 
1 /2 of 1 percent every 50 feet. ” 

Kev Tcharkhoutian, director of public works in 
Sierra Madre, explained that a radar traffic study 
was completed on Orange Grove two years ago, and 
since that is required every five years, there would be 
another in three years. The speed limit could be low¬ 
ered if 85 percent of the cars travel the road slower. 
“1 don’t think 85 percent is 30 mph. I think it’s high¬ 
er,” he remarked. 

The speed limit on the Sierra Madre (north) side 
of the street is 30 mph while the Arcadia side has 
established a 35-mph limit. 

“We want to rework the street and keep it in the 
same configuration as in the past. We hope it will be 
similar but with a new and improved roadway...This 
is a local project. We can do what we want to do with 

this project,” Adams said. 

When asked about the liability of the dips in 
the street, the county engineers answered, “Tremen¬ 
dous.” 

To that, the Mayor said, “Unless we get the dip 
back at Lima and Hermosa, we won’t fund the proj¬ 
ect.” That was greeted with applause.

Sierra Madre Planning Commission meeting this 
evening, Thu^^day, Jan. 21, promises to be exciting 
and perhaps a bit controversial when attorneys for 
the two sides of the 590 Acacia debate come together. 

There has been quite a flap concerning whether 
the 7768 -square-foot building is a two- or three-story 
structure. 

Neighbors believe it is over 30 feet high, the 
maximum building height in Sierra Madre, and have 
called for further analysis, having won the appeal 
hearing at the last City Council meeting in December. 

City hall staff had determined that the home was 
‘legal; however, a group of residents, calling them¬ 
selves the Valle Vista St. and Acacia St. Residents, 
stormed the City Council and were heard. 

At that meeting, the council absolved City Ad¬ 
ministrator Jim McRea of “an abuse of discretion 
to permit the illegal job to continue in accordance 
with Section 9604 of the Sierra Madre Municipal 
Code.” The second motion was for the stop order 
for building on the property and the third was to send 
the problem to the Planning Commission for deter¬ 
mination on height and setback measurements. 

The property owner filed modified plans with the 
building department on Jan. 3. On the basis of the 
submitted and prior documents, McRea suggests that 


the Planning Commission confirm his and the plan¬ 
ning department’s findings: that the building is a two- 
story structure as defined by definition; that the struc¬ 
ture is less than 30 feet in height from the highest 
ridge line of the pitch roof to the pre-existing grade; 
that no variances are granted that would permit non¬ 
conformance of the development standards of the R- 
1-15 zone (in which the building stands); and suggests 
the removal of the existing stop order. 

The residents plan to appear with their attorney 
to face off with the builder and attorney. 

Three other variances will be continued to Feb. 
18. Wendell and Carol Stanton are requesting a height 
variance to construct a retaining wall at 664 Canyon 
Crest Dr.; a side yard and second story setback is 
requested at 773 Woodland Dr., and Mr. Novell and 
Mr. Williams request a variance of the side yard re¬ 
quirements to facilitate construction of a room addi¬ 
tion at 682 Brookside Lane. 

Staff suggests that the following requests be ap¬ 
proved: a free standing sign for Sierra Madre Con¬ 
gregational Church; a Conditional Use Permit at 194- 
1%A; a variance to construct a second-story addi¬ 
tion at 803 Woodland Dr. by Thomas J. Cullan. 

There are also several nuisance abatements that 
will be considered.

The library’s 1992 statistical report proves 
the high degree of usage of the library by com¬ 
munity members.

Board Recap 


Developer fees increased; 
health services approved 


Following public hear¬ 
ings on the topics, the Ar¬ 
cadia Board of Education 
adopted resolutions hav¬ 
ing to do with the increase 
in developer fees at last 
week’s board meeting. 

The Arcadia Unified 
School District has been 
approved for Phase II 
funding, and all develop¬ 
er fees on both residen¬ 
tial and commercial/in¬ 
dustrial development are 
collected and allocated to 
the State as the district’s 
contribution to the pro¬ 
gram. Failure to levy the 
maximum fee would cause 
the district to allocate an 
equivalent amount to the 
State from its general fund 
in order to make up the 
difference. 

The new fees are $2.65 
per square foot for resi¬ 
dential covered or enclosed 
construction, $0.27 per 
square foot for commer¬ 
cial/industrial covered or 
enclosed construction and 
$0.13 per square foot for 
commercial / industrial 
parking structures, when 
appropriated on a long¬ 
term basis, effective Mar. 
13. 

The board also approved 
an agreement with Arca¬ 
dia Methodist Hospital 
to supervise and coordinate 
the school district’s health 
services, including scoliosis 
screening, hearing and 
vision screening, TB test¬ 
ing for staff, CPR for 
coaches and other staff 
and periodic training of 
the district’s 10 site health 
assistants. 

Results of the 1991-92 
Individual Test of Aca¬ 
demic Skills, which was 
administered to students 
in grades 1-9, indicated 
that reading scores ranked 
from the 69-85 percentile, 
while the written language 
scores were from the 73- 
86 percentile and math 
scores went from 72-89 
percent. 

In other action the 
board approved contracts 
for 1992-93 between the 
AUSD and the Arcadia 
Teachers Association, 
the Arcadia Pupil Sup¬ 
port Services Association 
and the California School 
Employees Association. 
Increase for salaries and 
benefits amounted to less 
than one percent for each 
bargaining unit. 

The 1992 annual gift 
offer report, reflecting 
cash donations of $234, 
977.81 and donated items 
valued at $91,672.16, was 
presented.

Rotarians respond to need, 
build schoolroom in Tijuana 


When Scott Nelson,

Volunteers react to police 
department call for help 


When the Arcadia Po¬ 
lice Department called for 
help, over 100 people re¬ 
sponded within a three- 
day period, reports Sgt. 
Bob Sanderson, who co¬ 
ordinates the volunteer 
project. The Arcadia PD 
put its call for volunteers 
to expand its Civilian Vol¬ 
unteer Program into the 
fall city newsletter. 

Sanderson said that the 
response has been over¬ 
whelming. He reported 
that already there are as 
many volunteers as police 
reserve officers. 

Sanderson explained 
that volunteers help with 
paperwork, follow up, 
community relations, 
translation and even in¬ 
vestigative work. Volun¬ 
teers also are ham opera¬ 
tors, who assess damage 
following disasters and 
who help with mall park¬ 
ing lot surveillance during 
holidays. 

Volunteers who are al¬ 
ready working in the de¬ 
partment include a retired 
superintendent of a Hong 
Kong police division, a 
retired handwriting ex¬ 
pert who had a 31-year 


career with the Los An¬ 
geles County Sheriff De¬ 
partment, an insurance 
fraud investigator who 
had a 25-year career with 
the district attorney’s of¬ 
fice, and a 25-year-old Ar¬ 
cadia High School grad¬ 
uate with an extensive 
computer background 
who works in research 
and development for 
Lockheed. 


Another volunteer, 
Robert Johannesen, has 
been affected by defense 
cutbacks and while he is 
job searching, he is help¬ 
ing the Arcadia PD by 
doing some computer 
work. Johannesen, who 
has lived in Arcadia for 
eight years, siad that he’ll 
keep on volunteering even 
after he finds a job be¬ 
cause, “I just like to be 
active.” For the past 10 
years he has been an en¬ 
gineering supervisor for 
Librascope Corp. in 
Glendale, where electrical 
systems and equipment 
for defense are made. 
“What I wanted to do 
was put my technology 
background to good use 
by helping the police de¬ 


partment,” added Jo¬ 
hannesen. 

One of his first jobs 
will be to computerize 
pawn shop receipts so that 
the department can find 
out who is pawning mer¬ 
chandise on « regular 
basis. This also will help 
with information on bur¬ 
glaries, said Sanderson. 

Helping influence Jo¬ 
hannesen to help the po¬ 
lice department were a 
former high school class¬ 
mate who is a lieutenant 
with the Altadena Sher¬ 
iff’s station, a neighbor 
who was the interim po¬ 
lice chief for Los Angeles 
and a partner in the law 
firm where his wife works, 
who is a reserve officer 
with the South Pasadena 
Police Department. 

These influences plus 
the article in the news¬ 
letter prompted Johan¬ 
nesen to offer his services 
to the Arcadia PD.

Aracadia High School 
has just received infor¬ 
mation that it had the 
largest number of 1992 
graduating seniors who 
were admitted to the Uni¬ 
versity of California sys¬ 
tem.

training hours.” 

Robbins reiterated that 
the track surface is not 
the reason for the can¬ 
cellations, but rather the 
inability of the horses to 
maintain a training rou¬ 
tine.
